To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tavistock  Urban  District  Council . 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1925. 

A.  NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT 

Physical  The  Urban  District  lies  in  the  valley  of  the  River 
Features.  Tavy,  at  approximately  Lat.  50°  33 '  N.,  Long. 

40  9'  W.  It  comprises  an  area  of  1,612  acres, 
and  the  altitude  varies  from  228ft.  on  the  Plymouth  Road  to 
546ft.  on  the  Hurdwick  Road. 

One-fifth  of  the  District  is  Urban,  and  four-fifths  Rural  in 
character.  The  bulk  of  the  former  lies  along  the  northern  bank 
of  the  river,  with  a  branch  along  a  subsidiary  valley  to  the  north. 
The  surface  is  hilly,  with  general  fall  towards  the  river.  The 
nature  of  the  ground  varies  somewhat,  in  the  higher  portions, 
hard  rock,  shale,  or  freestone  being  reached  within  a  few  feet 
of  the  surface.  In  the  lower-lying  portions  along  the  valley, 
sand,  gravel  and  small  boulders,  interspersed  with  beds  of  loamy 
earth  and  weak  clay,  over-lie  rock  and  shale,  with  the  result  that 
subsoil  water  along  the  valley  is  reached  at  very  shallow  depths. 

Social  The  leisured  classes  are  represented  largely  by 

Conditions,  retired  army,  navy,  civil  officials,  professional 
men,  and  retired  tradespeople,  occupying  detached 
and  semi-detached  villa  residences.  There  are  a  few  country 
seats  in  the  district.  The  tradespeople  of  the  town  appear  to 
be  somewhat  in  excess,  owing  to  the  fact  that  as  a  market  town 
trade  formerly  had  the  advantage  of  an  active  mining  population. 


The  staple  industry  of  the  neighbourhood  is  agriculture, 
with  wool-combing,  quarrying,  and  the  usual  small  engineer¬ 
ing,  milling,  sawing,  building,  and  other  works,  providing  em¬ 
ployment  for  the  working  classes  of  the  community. 

The  Charities  of  the  District  are  : — 

Ford  Street — Four  almshouses,  each  containing  four  rooms  for 
the  accommodation  of  one  person. 

Maynard’s  Charity — One  house,  containing  four  sets  of 
rooms  for  the  accomodation  of  old  couples. 

Brown  Memorial— Eight  semi-detached  cottages,  each 
with  living  room,  bedroom  and  offices. 

Watts  and  Ford  Street  Chaiities  distribute  doles  of  ios. 
and  upward  each  year,  to  a  total  amount  of  about  £300. 

There  is  also  a  well-equipped  Hospital. 

B.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  The  source  of  the  main  water  supply  is  intermittent 

Supply.  springs  and  sub-soil  water,  gathered  in  the  Walla- 
brook  and  Sandypark  valleys  from  large  drainage 
areas.  The  water  is  collected  by  means  of  sub-soil  land  drains. 
Distribution  is,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Whitchurch  Down  Reser¬ 
voir,  by  means  of  gravitation  through  mains  that  vary  in  size 
from  loins,  to  3ms.  A  storage  of  368,000  gallons  is  provided 
for  in  three  reservoirs,  the  largest,  with  a  capacity  of  242,000 
gallons,  being  on  the  Kilworthv  section,  and  acts  as  a  balancing 
tank.  The  Whitchurch  Down  Reservoir  is  supplied  from  the 
Kit worthy  service  by  means  of  a  set  of  pumps  fixed  at  the  Wharf 
and  worked  by  water  power  from  the  canal.  The  quality  is 
good,  and  the  quantity  has  been  sufficient  to  maintain  a  good 
supply  of  water,  but  the  continual  extension,  etc.,  of  the  system 
of  distribution  requires  that  the  supply  during  dry  period  be 
augmented  and  extra  storage  provided. 

The  houses  in  the  district  not  connected  with  the  town 
mains  are  number  38,  and  draw  their  supply  from  14  wells  and 
nine  springs,  19  are  above  the  gravitation  supply  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  at  some  distance  from  the  mains. 

Rivers  and  The  effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  works  is 
Streams.  above  the  standard  of  purity  permissable  for 

discharge  into  the  river, 
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Attention  was  drawn  to  the  presence  of  oil,  occasionally 
on  the  waters  of  the  river  and  canal,  and  communications  sent 
all  owners  of  garages  and  cars  adjacent  the  streams,  requesting 
that  precautions  be  taken  to  prevent  washings  containing  oil 
from  passing  into  the  water. 

Drainage  and  The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Crowndale, 
Sewage.  designed  on  the  lines  of  a  combined  bacterial 

and  broad  irrigation  system,  would  in  themselves 
be  adequate  and  satisfactory  for  the  efficient  treatment  of  the 
town  sewage  ;  but  excess  of  subsoil  and  other  water  render  the 
effluent  too  dilute  and  considerably  in  excess  of  the  quantity  the 
works  were  designed  to  treat,  and  steps  will  eventually  have  to 
be  taken  to  reduce  the  infiltration  of  water  into  the  sewers. 

The  sewers  on  the  southern  side  of  the  river  are  constructed 
of  stonewater  and  iron  pipes  on  the  “  separate  ”  system,  and  are 
satisfactory. 

The  main  outfall  sewer  in  the  Crowndale  Road  is  also  con¬ 
structed  with  stoneware  pipes  and  is  satisfactory. 

Many  of  the  sewers  on  the  northern  side  are  not,  however, 
satisfactory.  The  more  recently-laid  sections  are  of  stoneware 
pipe,  but  the  majority  are  defective,  both  as  to  system,  type, 
and  structural  condition,  and  consideration  should  be  given 
for  a  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  defective  sections. 

Closet  There  are  19  earth  closets  in  the  district, 

Accommodation,  all  situated  outside  the  houses,  and  with  one 

exception  in  the  rural  part  of  the  area.  The 
system  is  in  the  main,  a  water-carriage  one,  and  of  the  water 
closets,  1211  are  provided  with  flushing  apparatus,  and  18  are 
hand-flushed. 

Scavenging.  The  whole  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  direct 

Labour. 

The  house  refuse  is  collected  from  the  main  parts  of  the 
town  twice  a  week,  the  outlying  sections  having  one  collection 
only.  The  refuse  is  deposited  at  a  “  tip  ”  at  Shillamill  Quarry. 

The  method  of  removal  would  be  rendered  much  less 
offensive  by  the  provision  of  uniform  pattern  covered  house  bins. 

Sanitary  Inspection  The  details  of  this  work  are  furnished 
Of  the  District.  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 
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Premises  and  There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  the 

Occupations.  district. 

Schools.  The  town  offers  good  educational  advantages. 

The  Kelly  College  and  Grammar  Schools  for  boys. 
There  are  two  Ladies’  Collegiate  Schools  and  three  private  schools. 
The  County  Council  and  Church  of  England  Schools  supply 
facilities  for  elementary  education. 

The  sanitary  apparatus  and  fittings  of  the  several  schools 
are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  water  supply  of  all  the  schools  in  the  Urban  District  is 
drawn  from  the  town  supply.  The  inspection  of  the  scholars 
in  the  elementary  schools  is  carried  out  by  County  Council 
Medical  Officers,  who  negotiate  through  local  channels  for  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

Food.  (a).  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  attri¬ 
butable  to  milk  contamination. 

Nine  of  the  eleven  retail  dairies  in  the  district  have  separate 
milk  stores,  small  but  clean.  The  method  of  cleansing  milk 
vessels,  is  however,  capable  of  considerable  improvement. 

The  cowsheds  have  received  considerable  attention  and  a 
number  of  improvements  made.  Nine  of  the  twelve  more  defec¬ 
tive  have  closed  and  three  repaired.  Continual  attention  will 
be  necessary  and  improvements  made. 

(b).  The  slaughter  houses,  although  they  do  not  con¬ 
form  to  the  various  standards  laid  down  by 
the  M.O.H.  Memo,  and  are  not  situate  ioo  feet  from  any  dwelling 
are  substantially  constructed,  paved,  drained,  and  for  business 
purposes  conveniently  situated.  Easily  accessible  for  the  purpose 
of  inspection,  the  buildings  could,  with  slight  alteration,  be  adap¬ 
ted  to  comply  with  most  of  the  modern  requirements  and  provide 
separate  compartments  for  slaughtering  and  hanging. 

The  slaughter  houses  being  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Council  and  the  private  butcher  shops  having  fitted  glass  fronts 
or  glazed  shutters  the  P.H.  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  has  not  im¬ 
posed  any  great  increase  of  duties. 

Housing,  (a).  The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  District  is 

1024,  and  of  these  586  are  occupied  by 
working  class  families. 
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(b) .  Overcrowding.  18  families  of  more  than  four  are 

known  to  be  living  in  two-room  cottages  or  tene¬ 
ments,  that  of  necessity  only  provides  one  sleeping  apartment. 

(c) .  Fitness  of  houses.  Thirty-seven  of  the  two  room 

cottages  and  thirteen  of  the  three  room  cottages 
are  of  the  back  to  back  type,  and  have  no  means  of  through 
ventilation  ;  a  number  ol  these  are  of  necessity  dark  owing 
to  their  situation. 

Sixty-two  of  the  tenement  houses  require  considerable 
alteration. 

Four  houses,  owing  to  their  situation  and  dampness  are  cer¬ 
tainly  unfit  for  occupation,  and  it  is  estimated  that  43  others, 
in  view  of  the  amount  of  repairs  required,  must  also  be  deemed 
to  be  unfit. 

The  general  character  of  the  existing  defects  : — 
Insufficient  means  of  ventilation. 

Ground  dampness. 

Insufficient  air  space. 

The  difficulty  of  remedying  defects  is  the  lack  of  alternative 
accommodation. 

Except  in  a  very  few  cases  the  whole  of  the  houses  are 
supplied  with  water  from  the  public  supply.  Closets  are  gener¬ 
ally  fitted  with  flushing  apparatus.  House  refuse  is  collected 
twice  a  week,  but  the  method  of  storage  on  the  premises  is  capable 
of  improvement  by  the  substitution  of  covered  galvanized 
bins. 

(d) .  Six  preliminary  notices  have  been  served  dealing 

with  24  houses. 

(e)  No  evidence  is  to  hand  that  the  Bye-laws  in  any  way 
interfered  with  the  erection  of  houses,  but  it  has 

not  been  possible  to  readily  acquire  land  for  the  building  of  houses 
for  the  working  class.  Considerable  frontages  fully  developed 
are  available,  and  sites  partly  developed  are  easily  accessible, 
but  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  exercise  their  Statutory 
powers  and  obtain  the  sites  both  for  their  approved  scheme  and 
assist  private  enterprise. 

(f)  The  number  of  houses  inspected  as  shown  by  the 
Inspector’s  report  is  148.  No  complaints  have 

been  made  or  received.

C.  Proceedings  under  17  and  18

No  Officer  has  been  officially  appointed  under  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  district) Regulation  1910,  but  the  work  is  carried 
out  b}^  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  also  acts  as  Surveyor 
and  in  other  capacities,  together  with  myself. 

The  Markets,  Slaughter  houses,  etc.,  are  inspected  and  foods 
diseased  or  unwholesome  are  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts.  The  seizures  however  during  the  period  under  review 
consisted  of  nineteen  carcases. 

C.  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Staff  consists  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  also 
acts  as  Surveyor,  and  in  other  official  capacities.

The  County  Council  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of  small¬ 
pox  in  other  parts  have  arranged  the  provision  of  an  isolation 
Hospital  near  Exeter. 

There  is  no  disinfecting  chamber  available  for  the  district. 

D.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  ACUTE 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notifications)  Act,  1889,  was  Scarlet  Fever  3,  Diptheria  1, 

The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentary)  Regu¬ 
lations  1919,  pneumonia  14. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
but  of  a  mild  type,  three  cases  developing  pneumonia  and  caus¬ 
ing  death. 

E.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  all  10  cases  were  notified  under  the  Public  Health  (Tu- 
bercolosis)  Regulations,  1912.  The  localization  of  the  disease 
in  9  of  these  cases  was  the  lungs. 

F.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  has  been  a  Centre  established  in  the  district,  in 
connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  which,  I  under¬ 
stand,  is  well  attended  and  doing  good  work. 

The  vital  and  other  statistics  are  appended.

I  beg  to  submit  the  Inspector’s  report  for  the  year  ended 
the  31st  of  December,  1925. 


Inspections.  The  inspection  made  during  the  year  include  : — 

436  visits  to  148  houses  over  £16  rateable  value. 
406  visits  to  169  houses  under  £16  rateable  value 
315  visits  to  26  schools,  stations,  slaughter 
houses  and  premises  not  otherwise  tabulated. 
98  visits  to  39  factories  and  workshops. 

92  visits  to  33  dairies  and  cowsheds. 


Notices. 


Sanitary 
Work.  ' 


Forty-one  preliminary,  fifteen  Statutory  Notices 
have  been  served,  thirteen  in  connection  with 
sanitary  work  thirteen  relative  to  the  keeping  of 
animals  and  offensive  accumulations,  seven  for 
housing  and  eight  for  sundry  defects.  In  all 
thirty-seven  of  the  notices  have  been  complied 
with,  the  outstanding  being  in  connection  with 
housing. 

The  chief  sanitary  work  effected  include  : — 

9  Drainage  systems  laid  and  connected  to  sewers. 
42  Drainage  systems  repaired  and  relaid  in  part. 
9  Waterclosets  constructed. 

4  Waterclosets  repaired  and  fitted  with  flushing- 
apparatus. 


Housing.  Four  houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied 

during  the  year  by  Owner-occupiers  but  none 
of  these  have  been  within  the  subsidy  limits  of  the  1923  Act. 
One  certificate  however  has  been  issued  and  the  house  is  now 
under  construction,  also  three  larger  houses  are  in  the  hands  of 
builders, 
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Notices  affecting  24  houses  have  been  served  under  the  Hous¬ 
ing  Acts  and  the  work  required  under  one  was  carried  out  by 
the  Council  under  Contract  and  the  expenses  reclaimed.  One 
house  has  been  demolished  and  three  renovated  under  notice 
by  the  owners  and  one  house  has  been  partly  demolished  under 
an  order  obtained  under  the  Town  Improvement  Clauses  Act. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  erection  of  houses  in 
accord  with  the  scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  and  efforts  made 
to  secure  land  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  but  to  date  every 
case  but  one,  objection  has  been  raised  and  little  progress  made. 
It  was  eventually  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  four 
on  a  small  piece  of  land  the  property  of  the  Council  adjoining 
Calling!. on  Road  and  tenders  have  been  invited  for  three  types. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  have  refused  to  approve  the  types 
proposed  by  the  Council  on  account  of  cost  but  have  now  sanction¬ 
ed  the  erection  of  four  to  be  erected  in  accord  with  their  own  type 
plan  at  a  slightly  lower  contract  price.  It  is  anticipated  the  houses 
when  erected  will  be  let  to  families  at  the  present  time  badly 
housed  and  thus  enable  some  of  the  outstanding  notices  to  be 
enforced. 

Sanitary  work  included  in  the  general  list  but  applicable  to 
existing  houses  of  working  class  character  include  : — 

18  Drainage  systems  repaired  and  relaid  in  part. 

4  Waterclosets  repaired  and  fitted  with  flushing  apparatus 
2  Waterclosets  constructed. 

4  Houses  renovated  and  repaired. 

2  Houses  demolished. 

Disinfection.  Fourteen  houses  together  with  the  contents  of 

twelve  including  bedding,  etc.,  have  been  dis¬ 
infected,  sprayed  and  fumigated  with  formalin. 

Dairies  and  Three  applications  for  registration  as  retail 
Cowsheds.  purveyors  of  milk  have  been  received  and  five 

have  ceased  to  carry  on  business  as  milk  dealers, 
also  one  has  been  transferred  to  the  wholesale  purveyor  list, 
leaving  eleven  retail  purveyors  on  the  register.  Two  distribute 
direct  from  carts  and  two  carry  on  the  business  in  conjuction  with 
resturants  without  separate  milk  stores.  One  retailer  has  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  wholesale  list  and  three  have  closed  down  leaving 
four  names  on  the  register. 

The  dairies  and  milk  stores  are  generally  small  but  are 
generally  clean  and  satisfactory. 
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Of  the  twenty-five  cowsheds  in  the  occupation  of  wholesale 
and  retail  purveyors  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  nine  have  closed 
down,  one  shed  has  been  reconstructed,  two  have  been  repaired 
and  improved.  The  sheds  closed  are  connected  with  fields  and 
accommodation  land  and  with  change  of  tenants  will  possibly 
come  again  under  consideration.  Private  owners  and  cow- 
keepers  exempted  from  registration  number  thirteen. 


Factories  and  Fifteen  factories  and  twenty-four  workshops 
Workshops.  and  bakehouses  have  been  visited.  Lavatory 

accommodation  has  been  provided  under  notice 
on  one  factory  and  the  drainage  system  connected  with  one  re¬ 
paired.,  Seven  preliminary  notices  requiring  limewashing  and 
minor  alterations  have  been  served  and  all  have  been  complied 
with 


Slaughter  Houses.  The  number  of  carcases  seized  during  the 

year  reached  a  total  of  nineteen,  one  heifer, 
two  calves,  twelve  pigs,  and  two  sheep  and  is  above  the  average 
but  having  regard  to  the  number  slaughtered,  4511,  the  per  cen- 
tage  is  small.  The  floors  of  the  compartments  used  for  pig 
slaughtering  have  been  relaid  and  drainage  repaired,  also  slight 
alterations  made  and  facilities  provided  for  the  more  convenient 
handling  of  the  carcases. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  prevailing  locally,  three  of  the 
compartments  are  used  only  on  occasions  and  with  slight  alteration 
by  the  making  of  two  door  openings  and  the  provision  of  a  runway, 
the  three  compartments  could  be  converted  into  two  slaughter¬ 
ing  and  one  hanging  shed,  giving  better  facilities  for  both 
slaughtering  and  hanging,  with  little  expense.  The  offal  has 
been  removed  by  a  farmer  but  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  tumbler 
carts  has  been  very  expensive,  also  owing  to  the  inability/  of 
effectually  cleansing  the  carts,  the  method  is  not  altogether 
satisfactory  and  it  is  suggested  that  experiment  be  made  with 
covered  galvanized  bins  and  the  removal  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  staff.  Lavatory  accommodation  on  the  premises  is 
desirable.  Formal  complaint  has  not  been  made  but  on  three 
occasions  tradesmen  have  used  the  premises  for  the  storage  of 
offensive  bones  and  fat  during  the  week-end  and  to  obviate  this 
difficulty  it  is  suggested  that  during  the  Summer  months  extra 
supervision  be  provided  for  the  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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HoilS©  Refuse  The  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  re- 

Removal.  moved,  together  with  the  larger  area  served 

has  of  necessity  made  the  work  of  collection 
more  difficult,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  con¬ 
sideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  quicker  method  of  transport, 
and  the  substitution  of  a  light  motor  for  the  collection  of  the 
outlying  sections.  Covers  of  canvas  have  been  fitted  to  all  the 
carts  used  but  fixed  covers  will  be  necessary  before  this  detail 
is  effective.  The  question  of  the  provision  of  proper  ash  bins 
is  also  a  difficult  one,  but  it  would  greatly  facilitate  removal  if  a 
suitable  bin  was  used  and  the  refuse  kept  reasonably  dry  instead 
as  at  present  being  stored  in  a  variety  of  unsuitable  and  insanitary 
utensils. 

The  tip  at  Shillamill  Quarry  has  been  the  subject  of  continual 
attention  and  efforts  made  to  keep  the  vermin  in  check  also  to 
maintain  the  tip  free  from  nuisance. 

Sewage  and  Two  short  lengths  of  sewer  have  been  laid, 
Disposal.  one  of  45  yards  at  West  Street  to  replace  a 

defective  length  and  the  second  a  207  yard 
extension  of  bin.  stewer  at  Gas  House  Lane  for  the  connection  of 
two  new  houses.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  syphon 
crossing  the  River  Tavy  and  during  the  year  it  has  been  necessary 
to  clear  it  of  grit  twice. 

The  Works  at  Crowndale  have  been  maintained  without 
complaint. 

Water  Supply.  50  yards  of  gin.  main  has  been  laid  at  Gas 

House  Lane  to  supply  two  new  houses  and  a 
300  yard  extension  has  been  laid  at  Whitchurch  and  12  houses 
connected  thereto.  Four  other  connections  have  been  made  in 
the  Urban  area.  The  question  of  the  supply  to  the  higher  levels 
of  the  district  has  been  considered  during  the  year  but  no  definite 
decision  anived  at  by  the  Council.
